(ORIGINAL) The communication apparatus of claim 6, wherein a line interface 
unit opens or blocks the transmit-receive line of the handset, and allows a transmit-receive 
signal to be output through the speaker, under control of the control device, 

13. (ORIGINAL) The communication apparatus of claim 6, further comprising a 
personal computer interface coupling a personal computer to the control device. 

14. (ORIGINAL) The communication apparatus of claim 13, wherein the personal 
computer interface interfaces the communication apparatus and the personal computer to 
transmit information therebetween. 

1 5. (ORIGINAL) The communication apparatus of claim 6, further comprising a 
memory device that stores user data and a program for the control device.
